POSTAL CLASSIFICATION AND 
RATES. 

“FIRST-CLASS” postal matter now includes 
“postal cards,” (and “post cards,” as the de- 
partment calls private mailing cards,) at one 
cent each, “drop-letters” dropped in a non- 
delivery office, (and involving no transporta- 
tion charges,) at one cent each, and all other 
letters at two cents per ounce. The two-cent 
rate is the equivalent of English penny pos- 
tage, (though this covers four ounces,) and 
is the usual domestic rate in all advanced 
postal countries. The plan for one-cent (mis- 
called “penny”) postage, is one feature of Mr. 
Ketcham’s House Bill No. 17,500, introduced 
“by request” February 23, 1903, at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, and to be reintroduced in 
the present session, and is opposed by the 
Post Office Department, the Third Assistant 
Postmaster-General in his report for 1902 
estimating that it would result in 24 per cent. 
loss of “first-class” receipts, or approximately 
$20,000,000. It is not to be overlooked that 
in this country the post office deals with thou- 
sands of miles where the English domestic 
service deals with hundreds only, and a de- 
mand for half the English rate for many times 
the average distance seems at least premature. 
It is true that the great triumph of the mod- 
ern postal system was the introduction of 
cheap postage in England, in 1840, by Sir Row- 
land Hill, and our own post office service has 
recognized the beneficial effect of the reduc- 
tion from three cents a half ounce to two 
cents an ounce. The Postmaster-General pro- 
poses to apply the principle by negotiating 
with England, Germany and France for a re- 
duction of the present five-cent rate on for- 
eign letters. 

“Second-class” mail matter now includes 
newspapers to non-delivery offices within the 


a 


county of publication, mailed free; periodical 
publications mailed in bulk by publishers and 
news agents at one cent a pound—except that 
for local delivery by carriers through the post 
office of publication “newspapers other than 
weeklies” must be prepaid by stamps at one 
cent each, without regard to weight, (weeklies 
going at bulk rate,) and other periodicals at 
one cent each up to two ounces, and two cents 
each if over two ounces; and “transient” pe- 
riddicals mailed individually by the public at 
one cent for four ounces. The present bulk 
system was a feature in the Act of March 3, 
1879, (resulting from the Postal Conference at 
New York, reported in THE PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY of January 12 and February 2, 1878, ) 
and has successfully served its purpose of 
avoiding waste of time and expense both to 
publishers and to the postal servicé in sep- 
arately handling wholesale mail shipments. 
But the reduction in 1886 from two cents to 
one cent per pound has been followed by a 
system of restriction and espionage upon 
periodical publishers, which has worked 
harm on both sides. The Postmaster- 
General has committed himself in favor 
of a plan, which is also a feature of Mr. 
Ketcham’s bill, dividing the present “sec- 
ond-class” bulk matter into two sub-classes: 
the first sub-class embracing all daily, tri- 
weekly, semi-weekly and weekly newspapers 
“published for the dissemination of informa- 
tion of a public character,” on which the one- 
cent rate is retained; the second sub-class em- 
bracing “all other periodical publications pub- 
lished as frequently as four times a year,” on 
which the rate is made four cents per pound 
or fraction thereof. The second class is al- 
ready a confusion which would be worse con- 
founded by this modification. A more practi- 
cal and sensible change might be to sweep 
away the present complicated distinctions— 
including free mailing of county publications, 
for which there is no longer real reason—and 
provide for a one-cent bulk rate on registered 
periodicals addressed to regular paid sub- 
scribers and properly sorted, and for per- 
haps a four-cent per pound rate (one cent for 
four ounces) on periodicals otherwise mailed, 
and on books, permitting publishers, dealers 
and libraries to mail in bulk without indi- 
vidual stamps. 

“Third-class” matter now includes “other 
printed matter,” at one cent for two ounces, 
or eight cents per pound; and “fourth-class” 
matter now includes all other mailable matter, 
at one cent per ounce, or sixteen cents per 
pound, except that seeds, plants, etc., may be 
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mailed at the third-class rate. The Postmas- 
ter-General approves a recommendation of de- 
partment officials that third- and fourth-class 


matter be merged into one class at one cent. 


for two ounces, or eight cents per pound. 

The Postal Progress League, as recently 
reorganized with Colonel Albert A. Pope, of 
bicycle fame, as its chairman, opposes any 
increase of rates or reduction of facilities, and 
supports a bill originally prepared by Mr. 
James L. Cowles, the originator and Secretary 
of the League, author of “A General Freight 
and Passenger Post” (Putnam) and an .apos- 
tle of government ownership and operation 
of railways and railway trains as post roads 
and post wagons. This bill provides for the 
establishment of a parcel post for printed 
matter and general merchandise packages up 
to a limit of 11 pounds weight, 3% feet lengtii, 
and 2 cubic feet space, at a rate of one cent 
for each three ounces up to 12 ounces, of five 
cents for a first pound and two cents for each 
additional pound, making the rate on a II- 
pound parcel 25 cents. The plan provides also 
for free collection and delivery up to the 
weight limit where there is a wagon or car 
delivery service, and limited to five pounds 
where there is only a foot service. It in- 
cludes also insurance up to $10 on all mail 
matter without extra charge, and for registra- 
tion and insurance to full value at five cents 
for a first $25 and two cents for each addi- 
tional $50. The Society of American Authors 
advocates lower rates for authors’ manu- 
scripts, which are now carried as “second- 
class” when they accompany printers’ proofs, 
but are required to pay letter rates when 
originally sent to or returned by a publisher. 
These might properly be included with 
printed matter or in the parcels post. 

In discussing a parcels post, the transporta- 
tion cost for distances exceeding 1000 miles 
must fairly be reckoned with, at least for par- 
cels over a unit of one, two or four pounds 
weight. It may be suggested that the “stand- 
ard time” sections, approximately 1000 miles 
wide, furnish natural zones, and that to a sin- 
gle rate within one zone or between two zones 
there might be added a 50 per cent. additional 
rate from one zone to a third, and a double 
rate from one zone to a fourth. Thus a single 
rate of one cent for two ounces up to eight 
cents for a pound might insure free delivery 
anywhere in the United States; while above 
the unit weight a parcel might be delivered 
from post office to post office, from Boston or 
New York to Chicago or St. Louis, at eight 
cents, to Denver at twelve cents, and to San 
Francisco at sixteen cents per pound—estab-

lishing a true parcels post within the present 
lines of the postal service, and permitting 
doubtless considerable reduction of rates and 


betterment of methods in the immediate fy- 
ture. 


WORK OF PERMANENT OFFICE OF 
INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
PUBLISHERS. 


THe Permanent Office of the International 
Congress of Publishers, at Berne, Switzer- 
land, reports that since March last Denmark 
has joined the Union, and Sweden promises 
to join, so that the three Scandinavian coun- 
tries will then all participate in the Berne 
Convention. 

At the request of the Associacion de la 
Libreria, at Madrid, Spain, steps were taken 
to induce Mexico to join the Berne Conven- 
tion, a movement that resulted in the execu- 
tion of a new copyright treaty between Mex- 
ico and Spain, that was signed March 28 of 
the present year. 

At the request of the Verein der deutschen 
Musikalienhandler at Leipzig, the Permanent 
Office petitioned the associations of publish- 
ers of music in Austria, Belgium, England, 
France, Germany and Italy to apply for the 
support of their governments to assist in the 
suppressing of literary piracy, especially the 
unlawful reprinting of copyright music, in 
Egypt, Roumania, Greece and the Nether- 
lands. 

The application of the metric system to 
designating the sizes of books has been rec- 
ommended by the local associations in Hol- 
land, Norway, Sweden, Spain and Switzer- 
land. In other countries an ever-increasing 
number of publishing firms is adopting the 
metric system. 

The resolutions relating to “overs” in 
printing, greater care in packing, the use of 
the word “edition,” the substitution of “over- 
plus sheets” and the replacing of the numbers 
of a serial work, do not seem to have re- 
ceived general consideration, judging from 
the few replies received by the Office on those 
questions. 

The question of maintaining the published 
prices of books, on the other hand, seems to 
be receiving attention in all the countries 
represented in the Congress, and the reports 
of improved conditions are most assuring. 

The Permanent Office is considering the 
question of forming professional schools for 
booksellers, similar to those in Leipzig and 
Milan, and solicits an expression of opinion 
from its members. 

More satisfactory relations between pub- 
lishers and the daily press are desirable, and 
efforts are being made to secure the co- 
operation of the press in providing trust- 
worthy literary intelligence. 

Three subjects likely to command general 
attention at the next Congress, to be held at 
Milan in 1905, will be the maintaining of the 
published price, the encouraging of better 
trained help, and more thorough and abso- 
lutely unbiassed literary criticism, as upon the 
solution of these questions depend, to a large 
extent, the healthy development and the suc- 
cess of the booktrade. 
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THE LONDON TIMES’S EXPLOITA- 
TION OF THE ENCYCLOPAEDIA 
BRITANNICA. 


Arter expending an immense sum of money 
in anculiee the sale of the “Encyclopedia 
Britannica” on the instalment plan, the syndi- 
cate that operated under the name of the Lon- 
don Times on December 19 closed the biggest 
advertising scheme ever run in the British 
press. During the last week of its exploita- 
tion orders for 500 sets were received. Hence- 
forward the encyclopedia can be purchased 
only through booksellers. This long series 
of huge and costly press advertisements, 
which, exploited as they were under skilled 
American direction, became quite a feature of 
English newspaper advertising, and formed 
an integral portion of British humor, having 
given birth to jests varying in length from 
a one-hundred page volume to a two-line 
paragraph; indeed, for a time no after-dinner 
speech was complete without some reference 
thereto. 





POSTAL MATTERS. 


A MASS meeting of the California Postal 
Progress League will be held at San Fran- 
cisco, January 14, to recommend measures 
to extend parcels post service. The annual 
meeting of the Postal Progress League will 
be held in Boston, January 28. A special 
meeting of the New York section, to protest 
against the appointment of Mr. Loud to rep- 
resent the United States as delegate to the 
World’s Postal Congress to be held in Rome 
next year, will be held in New York City 
January 14.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Grorce J. BurcHarpt, for nearly ten years 
traveller for E. P. Dutton & Co. in New Eng- 
land and Canada, died after an illness of nine- 
teen months at his home, 1032 Hudson Street, 
Hoboken, N. J., aged forty-three. 
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Joun R. Runyon, the oldest bookseller of 
Morristown, N. J., died December 7. Mr. 
Runyon was born at Gatestown, near Bound 
Brook, N. J., October 30, 1827. In 1845 he 
went to Morristown and taught school there 
until 1851, when he bought out Nichols’s 
bookstore, to which he gave his personal at- 
tention until within four days of his death. 
Mr. Runyon was always progressive and en- 
terprising, and years ago took an active part 
in the war on underselling. Of late years, 
owing to trouble with his throat, he was un- 
able to take so active a public part in trade 
matters as in former years, though he was 
heartily in sympathy with every move to lead 
the booktrade back to the high place he 
deemed it should hold in the ranks of com- 
merce. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


THE memorial to Sir Walter Besant erected 
by his “grateful brethren in literature,’ was 
unveiled in the crypt of St. Paul’s in London 
on December 11, by Lord Monkswell, the 
chairman of the London County Council. 


SpeeD Mossy, editor of the Cole County 
Democrat, Jefferson City, Mo., and author of 
“Ben Blunt,” the Missouri political novel, has 
been discharged from his office as deputy 
clerk of the Missouri Supreme Court because 
of his writing this book. 


At the Birmingham Assizes, on December 
16, the jury awarded to Marie Corelli a farth- 
ing damages, each side to pay its own costs, 
in a libel suit brought by her against The 
Stratford-on-Avon Herald. The case grew 
out of the recent controversy in which Miss 
Corelli opposed the erection of a Carnegie Li- 
brary on the ground that it involved a dese- 
cration of Shakespeare’s birthplace. The al- 
leged libel consisted in a statement that Miss 
Corelli herself desired to erect a library at the 
same place. Miss Corelli testified on her own 
behalf for two hours, and emphatically denied 
that she ever intended to erect a library.
